Farm Bureau Asks For 
Balanced Road Budget 

"We favor a balanced road pro- 
gram for Kentucky," says a, 
statement issued this week by 
the Executive Committee of the 
Kentucky Farm Bureau Federa- 

The stalement went on to say 
that "It is the expressed opinion 
of those who have studied Ken- 
tucky's road problems that about 
25 per cent of our total road reve- 
nue should be expended on rural 

"Agriculture, the most impor- 
tant industry in Kentucky," said 
the statement, is seriously handi- 
capped by the lack of all-weather 
farm-to-market roads. Less than 
60 per cent of our farms are lo- 
cated on all-weather roads. 

"It is impossible to operate 
farm efficiently and profitably 
when its entire production is 
wholly dependent for transporta- 
tion upon roads over which 
motor-drawn vehicles cannot tra- 
vel the year 'round, if at all 
Commercial routes, such as milk 
and milk products, -poultry and 
eggs, fruits and vegetables, coal 
and lumber, are not available to 
farms so handicapped. 

"Such farmers are forced to 
undergo the practice of diversi- 
fied farming so necessary for a 
profitable operation. Such neces- 
sities as daily papers, market re- 
ports, central station electric 
service and telephones become 
rare, expensive luxuries to a few, 
but are unobtainable by most. 
Children living on these farms 
deprived of equal, even rea- 
sonable educational opportunities, 
because school buses cannot be 
operated over such roads." 

The Federation's Resolutions 
Committee opened a two-day ses- 
sion, preparing the organization's 
program for 1948. They spent the 
day reviewing the 1947 policy 
statement and resolutions, ascer- 
taining what had been accom- 
plished and what remained to be 
done. They have on file a number

Unions Push Drive 
To Sign Farm Workers 

An intensive campaign aimed 
at unionizing all farm labor is 
j being waged by labor unions, ac- 
, cording to articles in leading farm 
publications. The movement is 
being conducted both in open 
and under cover. 

The facts might have been kept 
secret, Western Farm life reveals, 
"if Walter Mason, a spokesman 
for the AFL National Farm Labor 
Union, hadn't become rattled 
while testifying before the House 
Agricultural Committee on the 
bill to continue the farm labor 
program." 

Seeking to shift control of 
migratory farm workers from the 
Agricultural to the Labor Depart- 
ment as the first step toward 
union control of the workers, 
Mr. Mason wanted the farm- 
labor program put in the U. S. 
Employment Service, "which the 
unions dominate," according to 
Western Farm Life. The publica- 
tion emphasized that Mason de- 
fended the "right" of industrial 
workers to draw unemployment 
pay rather than take farm jobs. 

In response to questions from 
Chairman Hope, Mason admitted 
that the union would favor cut- 
ting off the supply of farm work- 
ers unless they were assured 
wages and living conditions equal 
to those of city workers.

Constitution Fight May 
Steal Election Show 

Neither candidates for state offices nor those seeking ? 
other political posts promise now to receive more attention, 
or maybe even as much consideration, as the question of ! 
whether or not a convention shall be called for the purpose 
of revising the present state 
Constitution, when Kentuck- 
ians go to the polls next Tues- 
day. 

Considering the questioa 
controversial and something fol , 
the voters themselves to decide, 
the candidates have conveniently 
sidestepped the issue, washing 
heir hands of it for the time be- 
ng. The coming election wfll 
show what the Kentucky voter* 
think— what they want There is 
intense interest in the question 
— much discussion — increased on 
the part of the proponents, urging 
a constitutional convention, to . 
"sell" their "from Missouri" op- 
ponent friends on the desirability 
of a complete new constitution. 
The old one, they say, is out- 
moded — amendments will come 
too slow, etc. While admitting 
that certain changes may be nec- 
essary, those opposed to a "co- 
con" now, fear such will be too 
expensive and believe there are 
other unforseen "dangers." 

A committee of "one thousand" 
headed by E. C. O'Rear, former 
Chief Justice of the Kentucky 
Court of Appeals,, Frankfort, op- 
poses a convention; Paul Blazer, 
Mark Ethridge (of The Courier- 
Journal) Fred Wilkie, Harry 
Schacter and others advise for 
one. Next Tuesday it will be 
either a Yes or No on the part of 
the voters.

County Fire Fighters 

A truce is being attempted be- 
tween the Jefferson County Fire 
Department and the local volun- 
teer firemen in nine county com- 
munities. A seven-point agree- 
ment, the substance of which had 
been mutually accepted by the 
volunteers and County Judge 
Barker, was referred through the 
Fiscal Court to County Chief 
Claud Thompson, at the Court's 
weekly session Wednesday after - 

The following seven points are 
covered in the proposition: 

The County Fire Department 
to be primarily responsible for 
beyond the radius of volun- 
teer operations. 
2. The volunteers to be pri- 
arily responsible for fires with- 
their radius of operation. 
(Usually this has been fixed at 
three miles from the firehouses.) 

Each to give mutual aid 
when called upon by the other. 

4. The County to keep its de- 
partment out of areas for which 
volunteers are primarily respon- 
sible unless called on for help. 

5. The County to equip volun- 
teer trucks with radios to co- 
ordinate operations. 

6. Reports to be dovetailed and 
systematized.

"DIDHT IT RAIN?" j 

No Negro spiritual has appeal- 
ed to me more than "Didn't it 
Rain?" which is a Negro version 
of Noah's flood. When a good 
chorus of colored people sing 
that spiritual, you hear the rain 
and know that there was really 
a flood. The idea of the flood 
has taken a great hold nn many 
minds, probably because in our 
American life we have so often 
been subjected to dangers from 
high water. In the forty years 
that I have lived in the caver- 
nous limestone area I have some- 
what forgotten how serious heavy 
rains used to be at Fidelity and 
elsewhere in regions of surface 
streams. But the great flood of 
1937 gave us a feeling of help- 

and our numerous sink-holes so 
stopped traffic that there was only 
one road open into our town for 
a few days. And that flood has 
probably left a deeper stamp on 
our whole state than any other 
weather that has come within 
my lifetime. 

When I lived on a small hill 
overlooking a creek bottom, a 



mile east of Fidelity, every rise 
in Beechy Fork was an event. 
Those Jackson Purchase streams 
are small, but they are in shallow 
banks, with very wide flood- 
plains stretching out on either 
side. A rain that the cave area 
would hardly notice would cause 
great damage to our fences and 
crops and might sweep away the 
results of a whole year's hard 
work. Cattle or other stock 
caught in the bottoms after a 
freak flood might be washed

every hard rain became an event 
that we dated time by. A hard 
summer rain, particularly on the 
Fourth of July, was sure to cause 
much damage to our creek-bot- 
tom crops. We also thought that 
lightning struck oftener down in 
that section than elsewhere. Af- 
ter many a summer shower we 
found a tree that had been hit; 
very rarely some building was 
struck, but we feared each storm 
would bring a disaster to us. And 
all of us were frightened to death 
when a storm came up. We had 
heard of all the accidents that 
had ever befallen our whole sec- 
tion and naturally thought of 
these when the lightning flashed. 
If we were at home, we got on a 
feather bed for protection and 
worried about the men and boys 
who would have to take the 
rain in the fields or else get un- 
der a tree and thus invite light- 
ning. When you are trying to 
endure a heavy summer shower 
right out in the woods or fields, 
an inch rain can seem like a big 
portion of what floated Noah's 
Ark. 

It pleases me and also amuses 
me to see how weather is still a 
great bit of news. Flash floods, 
late frosts, very hot Weather — 
anything slightly off the beaten 
path gives the cub reporter some- 
thing to write about. This July, 
1947, has been a freakish month, 
one that has often furnished even 
a good-sized article on the weath- 
er. The temperature went down 
to 46 one night and rose to 95 
one day, with the coolest July 
weather the month has ever 
brought to my town and its ad- 
jacent area. The news photog- 
raphers all over America have 
made good money with their pic- 
tures of show n July, at Cleve- 
land. Ohio, for instance. The 
month ended with a flash flood 
and electric storm that damaged 
many farm-houses and barns and 
injured hundreds of shade trees. 
Even we in the cave region sud- 
denly felt ourselves akin to the 
youngsters we used to be, when 
a dark cloud in the west made 
us run for the house and the 
fcatherbeds. With all our 
vantages over our former selves, 
in paved roads, grounding of tall 
buildings and telephone poles, 
and bridges across streams, we 
can be made to feel in such nights 
as July 31, 1947, that we are 
too far away from primitive man 
in the deep, dark woods, with 
dangers from floods and storms. 
Our civilization is, after all.only 
a pleasant kind of veneer.

"Today when farm prices av- 
erage considerably above parity 
and when production is far high- 
er than ever before in peacetime, 
agriculture's share of the national 
income is still considerably below 
its proportion of the population,"

The eight States having the high- 
est proportions of electrified 
farms were Connecticut with 98.5 
percent followed by Rhode Is- 
land, Massachusetts, New Jersey, 
Washington, New York, Idaho, 
and Oregon which was more 
than 92 percent electrified. 

At the other end of the list
